Shadow for Los Angeles 


Tomorrow. 

The Great Ffolar Eelipse Fuily 
Deseribed. 

The Most Marvelous . of All 


Will Be Closely by a of Great 
Men from th» oved 
Flames will Rise About One Haa- 
dred Thousand Miles. 


The total solar eclipse of tomorrow isa 
phenomenon 80 rarely visible that extraordi- 
nary efforts are being made to observe it in 
California and Nevada. The iil-success of 
last year’s total eclipse, whose pathway was 
through Siberia, Has se disheartened Euro- 
pean observers that it is very doubtful 
whether any of them will venture to make 
the winter trip across the Atlantic and the 
continent. But American observatories will 
be well represented, and many private and | 
amateur observatories will do their share of | 
work, Appeals have been made by Profs, 


Holden of the Lick, Todd of Amherst and | 


Davidson of the Coastand Geodetic Survey | 
toenthuse all persons within the path of 
totality to make drawings and descriptions 
of the corona, which is just now the special 
object of study by physical astronomers. 
Beyond that ths total eclipse isin itself the 
crowning glory of the heavens. All other 
celestial phenomena paie before its awe- 
inspiring majesty. It is the most marvel- 
ous of all spiendors and the most unex- 
pected in its suggestiveness. It opens a 
living field of thought and reflection to the 
lover of Nature, the specialist, the artist, 
the writer, the orator, and especially to the 
teacher and the preacher. It starties even 
old observers with an almost tangible reali- 
zation of beauties and powers that are 
really at such incomprehensible distances. 

It is worth a pilgrimage by every man, 
woman and studeut that can possibly spare 
a day in alifetime to behold what mo im- 
agination has yet described in language, 
and what no artist can portray on canvas. 

**A notabie feature of the phenomenon of 
totality is the vivid impression that the 
dark y of the moon stands out cleariy 
and unmistakably in bold relief in the 
space between the observer and the bright- 
ness of the corona, and the briiliancy ot the 
g.orious sunflames around the obscured 
body of the sun.” 

The rose-colored flames which rise 100,090 
miles above the sun’s body, and the pale 
white corona that extends one or two 
millions of miles beyond the sun, are ap- 
pendages full of intense interest in the 
study of the sun’s constitution. The former 
can at any time be observed, measured *" 
aualyzed by the spectroscope attached & 
the telaseens: but the latter can only So 
seen during the brief seconds of the total 
phase of an eclipse. 

This coronal-ight is, toa certain extent, 
self-luminous. This is proven by the 
spectrescope exhibition of a bright line; 
but it also -hires by reflected light, as indi- 
eated by tle reMial polarization. Asicone 
mers are ihereigge lo Wheel 
thiscoronal 14 isatrue solar atmos- 
phere or a mere cloud of meteoric parti- 
cles, or the ther making itseif visible 
under a new wave motion. 

The constitution of the sun is, of course, 
in doubt, and to account for the intense. 
consumption of material which takes place 
at.its surface, the theory has been suggested 
that it is really a gaseous body, which is 
enveloped by a crust, either solid or iiquid, 
through which burst out the great rose- 
colored flames of incandescent hydrogen gas,

ranging itself, or tending to arrange itself, 
as if it were the only one in existence. For 
example, the magnesium atmosphere of the 
sun is approximately at such an elevation, 
and of stich density, as it would normally 
be if it were the ouly vapor in the sun’s 
atmosphere, under certain conditions of 
pressure and temperature. According to 
this view, there is near the surface of the 
sun a larger—proba’ ily not more that 500 
miles in thickness—that contains all the 
gases in intimate and intricate mixture. 
This is the birthplace of the Fraunhofer, or 
dark lines of the solar spectrum. 

Ascending still higher above the surface 
of the sun, we reach, in turn, the limits to 
which the different gases rise, these limits 
being, of course, lower for the vapor of 

reater density. The liydrogen and an un- 

snown element reach a much higher level 
than the others, om account of their 
lightness; while far above, and beyond 
these, rises the coronal matter. The region 
of the hydrogen gas is named the cliromo- 
sphere; the region of the corona the leuco- 
sphere. 

These layers of gases of different densi- 
ties are never in a state of quietuae, because 
we know from observation that enormous 
vertical and horizontal movements agitate 
this solar atmosphere, just as storms agitate 
our own. 

These movements which reach velocities, 
of 200 or 300 miles per second of tire, are 
occasioned by forces which act from 
neath, and which also give to the upper 
surface of the chromosphere a form as 
irreguiar and fantastic as a sheet of flame. 
Morever they elevate. its general level to 
some extent, and often carry up magne- 
sium, sodium and iron to the very sum- 
mits of the solar prominences. These won- 
derful exhibitions are senerally seen in 
the vicinity of the sun-spots, where the 
cyclonic action is clearly visibie, and where 


great changes are seen to take place in | pooked for lodging, 


very short times. 
If we consider the 


usual disturbances of the solar surface and 
the magnetic storms at the surface of our 
earth, it is quite probable that this extra- 
ordinary commotion is accompanied vy a 
development of electric foree abundantly 
suflicient to account for all the observed 
resemblances between the corona and the 

eleetrical phenomena of our earthy atmo- 
sphere, 

The above condensed =: pression of the 
modern view of the constitution @f the solar 
body and atmosphere is the. basis from 
which recent observations start, aud it can 
readily be understood how intensely inter- 
ested observers become to be able to decide 
some of the many debatable questions . that 
attach to it. Observations must be sys- 
tematically subdivided among men who 
will each continue himself to the deseription 
of one feature only. 
corona structureless? Are there any equa- 
torial extensions or extremely long rays? 
Are there any dark rifts through the corona 
from the sun’s border? Do the loug rays 
pulsate or exhibit a wave motion, as the tail 
of the comet of August, 1553, dia? 

To answer these and a hundred other 
suggestions, the naked eye and the pencil, 
the photograph, thé telescope, the spectro- 
scope and the polariscope wili be employed, 
aud it is to be hoped that a clear day 
and so many enthusiastic and goud ob- 
servers may give the scientific werld satis- 
factory resuits.

SERMON YESTERDAY AT THE 
BROOKLYN TABERNACLE. 


Lowly Rirthplaces of the World's 
De liverers—Luther, Shakespeare 
and Columbus-—The Manger of 
Bethlehbem—Ihe First Christmas. 


Dec. 30.—[Special report 
for the ‘Trves.) addition to 
congregational singing at the Taber- 
nacle today, Mrs. Florence Rice-Knox 
sang two appropriate solos. The Rey. 
T. DeWitt. Talmage, D. preached, 
taking for his subject: *‘Barnlike Birth- 
places.” . His text was: *‘Ye shall find 
the babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying inamanger. And suddenly there 
was with the angel a multitude of the 
heavenly host.’’—Luke ii, 12, 13. 

At midnight from one of the galleries 
of the sky a chant broke. To an ordi- 
nary observer there was no reason for 
such a celestial demonstration. A poor 
man and wife—travelers, Josepb and 
Mary by name+had lodged in an out- 
house of an unimportant village. ‘The 
supreme hour of solemnity had oe. 
and upon the pallid forehead and cheek 
of Mary God had set the dignity, the 
grandeur, the tenderness, the everlast- 
ingand divine significance of mother- 
hood. 

But such scenes had often occurred 
in Bethlehem, yet never before hada 
star been unfixed, orhad a baton of 
light marshaled over the hills winged 
orchestra. If there had been such 
brilliant and mighty recognition at an 
advent in the house of Pharaoh, or at 
an advent in the house of Cwsar, or 
the house of Hapsburg, or the house 
of Stuart, we would not so much have 
wondered; but a barn seems too poor a 
center for such delicate and archan- 
gelic circumference. The stage seems 
too small for so great an act, the music 
too grand for such unappreciative audi- 
tors, the window of the stable too rude 
to be serenaded by other worlds. ‘\ 

No, sir. No, madam. It is my joy 
this morning to tell you what was born 
that night in the village barn; and, as 
I want to make my discourse accumula- 
tive and climacteric, I begin, in the 
first place, by telling you that that 
night in the Bethlehem manger was 
born (1.) Encouragement for all the 
poorly started. He had only two 
friends—they His parents. No satin- 
lined cradle, no delicate attentions, 
but straw, and the cattle, and the 
joke and banter of the camel-drivers. 

o wonder the medieval painters rep- 
resent the oxen as kneeling before the 
infant Jesus, for there were no men 
there at that time to worship. From 
the depths of what poverty He rose 
until today He is honored in all Chris- 
tendom, and sits on the imperial 
throne in heaven. 

What name is mightiest today in 
Christendom? Jesus. Whohas more 
friends on earth than any other being? 
Betore whom do the most 
thousands kreel in chapel and church 
and cathedral this hour? Jesus. For 
whom could 100,000,000 souls’ be 
marshalled, ready to fight or die? 
Jesus. From what depths of poverty 
to what height of renown. And so let 
all those who kre poorly started re- 
member that they cannot be more 


- poorly born, or more disadvantageously, 


than this Christ. - Let them look up to 
His example while they have time and 
eternity to imitate it. 

Do you know that the vast majority 
of the world’s deliverers had barniike 
birthplaces? Luther, the emancipator 
of religion, born among the mines. 
Shakespeare, the emancipator of litera- 
ture, born in a humble home at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. Columbus, the discov- 
erer of a world, born in poverty at 
Genoa. Hogarth, the discoverer of 
how to make art accumulative and 
administrative of virtue, born in a hum- 
bie home at Westmoreland. Kitto and 
Prideaux, whose keys unlocked new 
apartments in the holy scriptures 


~ which had never been entered, born in 


want. Yea, [ have to tell vou that 
nine out of ten of the world’s deliver- 
ers, nine out of ten of the world’s 
messiahsthe messiahs of science, the 
messiahs of law, the messiahs3 of medi- 
cine, the messiahs of poverty, the mes- 
siahs of grand benevolence—were born 
in want. 

I suppose that when Herschel, the 
great astronomer, was born in the home 
of a poor musician, not only one star, 
but all the stars he afterward dis- 
covered, pointed down to his manger. 
I suppose when Ilaydn, the German 
composer, was born in the hnmbi!e home 
of a poor wheelwright, that all the 
angels of music chanted over the 
manger. Oh, what encouragement for 
those who are poorly started! Ye who 
think yourselves far down, aspire to go 
high up! 

stir your holy ambitions to-day, 
aud I want to tell you, although the 
whole world may be opposad to you, 
and inside and outside of your occupa- 
tions or professions there may be those 
who would hinder your ascent, on your 
side and enlisted in your behalf are the 
Sympathetic heart and the almighty 
arm of One who one Christmas night, 
about eighteen hundred and eighty- 
eight years ago, was wrapped in swad- 
dling clothes and laid in a manger. 
Oh, what magnificent encouragement 
for the poorly started ! 

Second—Again, I have to tell you 
that in that village barn that night 
was born good will to men, whether 
you call it kindness, or forbearance, or 
forgiveness, or geniality, or uffection. 
or love. It was no sport of high heaven 
to send its favorite te that humilia- 
tion. It was sacrifice for a rebellious 
world. After the calamity in 
paradise, not only did the ox becin to 
gore, and the adder to sting, and the 
elephant to smite with his tusk, awd 
the lion to put to bad use tooth and 
paw, but under the very tree from 
which the forbidden fruit was plucked 
were hatched out war and revence-and 
malice and envy and jealousy, and the 
whole brood of cockatrices. 

ut against that scene I set the 
Bethlehem manger, which says: ‘Bless 
rather than curse, endure rather than 
assault,’’ and that Christmas night 


puts out vindictiveness. It savs: 
“Sheatbe your sword, dismount 
your guns, dismantle your bat- 


teries, turn the warship Constella- 
tion, that carried shot and shell, into a 
grainsaipto take food to famishing 
Ireland, hook your cavalry horses to 
the low, use your deadly gunpowder 
in biasting rocks and in patriotic cele- 
bration, stop your lawsuits, quit writ- 
ing anonymous letters, extract the 
sting from your sarcasm, let your wit 
corruscate, but never burn, drop all the 
harsh words out of your vocabulary— 
‘Good will to men.’”’ 

“Ob!”’ you say, ‘I can’t exercise it: ] 
won't exercise it until they apologize: | 
won't forgive them until they usk me 
to forgive them.”’ You are no Chris- 
tian, then—I say you are no Christian. 
oryou are a very inconsistent Chris- 
tian. If you forgive not men their 
trespasses, bow cam you expect your 
Heavenly Father to forgive you’ For- 
give them if they ask your forgiveness. 


and forgive them anyhow. Shake 
bands ail around. *Good will to 


men. 
Oh, my Lord Jesus, drop that spirit 


into our hearts this Christmas hour, 
[ tell you what the .world wants more 
than «anything else—more helping 
hands, more sympathetic hearts, more 
kind words that never die, more dispo- 
sition to -vP other people a ride, and 
to carry the heavy end of the load and 
give other people the light end, and to 
ascribe good motives instead of bad, 
and to find our happiness in making 
others happy. 

Out of that Bethlehem crib let the 
bear and the lion eat straw like an ox. 
“Good willto men.”’ That principle 
will yet settle all controversies, and 
under it the world will keep on im- 
proving until there will be only two 
antagonists in all the earth, and they 
will, side by side, take the jubilant 
sleigh-ride intimated by the prophet 
when he said: ‘Holiness shall be on 
the bells of the horses.”’ 
Third—Again, I remark that born 
that Christmas night in the village 
barn was sympathetic union with other 
worlds. The only skepticism I have 
ever had about Christianity was an 
astronomical skepticism which said: 
‘Why would God out of the heavens, 
and amid the Jupiters and Saturus of 
the universe, have chosen our little bit 
of a world for the achievemeuats of His 
only begotten Son, when he might have 
had a vaster seale and vaster worlds?”’ 
But my skepticism is all gone as I come 
to the manger and watch its surround- 
ings. Now I see all the worlds are 
sisters, and that when one weeps the 
all weep, and when one sings they all 
sing. 

From that supernatural grouping in 
the cloud-banks over Bethlehem, and 
trom the especial trains that ran down 
to the scene, 1 find that our world is 
beautifully and gloriously and magnifi- 
cently surrounded. The meteors are 
with us, for one of them ran to point 
down to the birthplace. The heavens 
are with us, because at the thought of 
our redemption they roll hosannas out 
of the midnight sky. 

Oh, yes; do not know but our 
world may be better surrounded than 
we have sometimes imagined; and 
when a child is born angels fetch it, 
and when it dies angels take it, and 
when an old man bends under the 
weight of years angels uphold him, and 
when a heart breaks angels sooth it. 
Angels in the hospital to take care of 
the sick; angels in the cemetery to 
watch our dead; angels in church to 
fly heavenward with the news of re- 
pentant souls; angels above the world; 
angels under the world; angels all 
around the world. 

Rub the dust of human imperfection 
out of our eyes, and look into the 
heavens and see angels of pity, angels 
of merey, angels ot pardon, angels of 
help, angels crowned, angels charioted. 
The world defended by angels, girdled 
by angels, cohorted by angels—clouds 
of angels. Hear David cry out: ‘'The 
chariots of God are twenty thousand. 
Even thousands of angels.’ But the 
mightiest angel stood not that night in 
the clouds over Bethlehem; the might- 
iest angel that night lay among the 
cattie--the angel of the new covenant. 
As the clean white linen sent in by 
some motherly villager was being 
wrapped around the little form of that 
child emperor, not a cherub, not a 
seraph, not an angel, not a world but 
wept and thrilied and shouted. Oh, 
yes, our world has plenty of sympa- 
thizers. Our world is only a siiver 
rung of a great ladder, at the top of 
which is our Father’s house. No more 
stellar solitariness for our world, not a 
friendless planet spun out into space 
to freeze, but a world in the bosom of 
divine maternity. A star harnessed to 
a manger. 
Fourth—Again I remark that that 
night, born in that vilMge barn was 
the offender’s hope. sermon- 
izers may say I ought to have j;ro- 
jected this thought at the beginning 
of the sermon. Oh! no. I wanted you 
to rise towartl it. I wanted you to ex- 
amine the cornelians and the jaspers. 
and the-emeralds and the chrysaii be- 
fore | showed you the kohinoor—the 
crown jewel of the ages. 

Ch! that jewel had a very poor 
setting. Thecub of bear is born amid 
the grand old pillars of the forest, the 
whelp of the lion takes its first step 
from the jungle of luxuriant leaf and 
wild flower, the kid of goat is born in 
cavern chandeliered'witk stalactite and 
pillfred with stalagmite. Christ was 
born ina bare barn. Yet that nativity 
was the offender’s hope. Over the 
aoor of heaven are written these words: 
‘*None but the sinless may enter here.”’ 
“Oh, horror,’’ you say, “that shuts 
us all out.”’ No. Christ came to the 
world in one door, and He departed 
through another door. He came 
through the doorof the manger, and 
He departed through the door of the 
sepulchre, and His one business was so 
to wash away our sin that one second 
after we are dead there will be no 
more sin about us than about the eter- 
nal God. 

I know that is putting it strongly, 
but that is what 1 understand by full 
remission. All erased, all washed 
away, all scoured out, all gone. That 
undergirding and overarching and ir- 
radiating and imparadising possibil- 
ity for you, and tor me,and for the 
whole race, was given on that Christ- 
mas nignt. 
Do you wonder we bring flowers to- 
day to celebrate such an event? Do 
you wonder that we take organ and 
cornet and youthful voice and queenly 
soloist to celebrate it? Do you wonder 
that Raphael and Rubens and Titian 
and Giotto and Ghirlandajo, and all 
the old Italian and German painters, 
gave the mightiest stroke of the pencil 
- sketch the Madonna Mary and her 

Oh! now I see what the manger was. 
Not so high the gilded and jeweled and 
embroidered cradle of the Henrys of 
England, or the Louises of France, or 
the Fredericks of Prussia. Now I find 
out of that Bethlehem crib fed not so 
much the oxen of the stall as the white 
horses of apocalyptic vision. Now I 
tind the swaddiing clothes enlarging 
and emblazoning into an imperial robe 
for a conqueror, Now I find that 
the star of that Christmas night was 
oniy the diamond sandal of Him who 
hath the moon under His feet. Now 
come to understand that the music of 
that night was not a complete song, 
but only the stringing of the instru- 
ments tor a great chorus of two worlds, 
the bass to be carried by earthly na- 
t'ons saVed and the soprano by king- 
doms of glery won. 

O heaven, heaven, heaven! I shall 
meet you there. After all our imper- 
fections are gone I shall meet you 
there. I look out today, through the 
mist of years, through the fog that 
rises from thecold Jordan, through the 
wide-open door of solid pearl, to that 
reunion. 1 expect to see you there as 
certainly as | see you here. What a 
time we shall have in high converse. 
talking over sins pardoned and sor- 
comtorted aud battles triumph- 
aut! 

lam goingin. I am going to take 
allmy family with me. Iam going to 
tuke all my church with me, I have so 
much faith in manger and cross I fee! 
sure of it. Lam going to coax you in. 
{ am going to push you in. By holy 
stratagem I'am going to surprise you

There have never been so many 
schemes for State ana county division 
in California as now, and, it is said, 
there will be uo less than six plans 
for the creation of new counties from 
Los Angeles, San Diego’ and San Ber- 
nardino counties introduced in the 
Legislature early in its session, begin- 
ning at Sacramento next month. As- 
semblyman Holmes, of Riverside, is 
preparing a bill for the formation of 
anew county, of which Riverside will 
be the county seat. Assemblyman Ed- 
wards of Santa Ana, has a bill ready 
for the formation of a new county from 
th: southern part of Los Angeles 
county, and Senator-elect McComas of 
Pomona, is at work upon a bill pro-| 
posing the formation of a new county, 
of which Pomona will be natural county. 
seat, and which shall be named Po. 
mona county. 3 

This measure of Senator McComas 
proposes to form the new county from 
all that part of Los Angeles county 
north of the Coyote Creek and east of 
a line extending north and south 
a'most through Duarte, and from San 


Bernardino county all that part west 
of a line extending north and south 


through Cucamonga and north of the 
south line of the Chino ranch.

FLAGRATION. 


Large Attendance at the Churches— 

“Infant Journalism—The Fire-

PASADENA, Dec. 30,—[Correspond- 
ence of Tur Times.| The overland ar- 
rived only four hours late today. 

Justice of the Peace Terry com- 
pletes his term of office tomorrow even- 
ing, and hig successor, J. G. Van 
Doren, will take the oath and enter 
upon his duties on Wednesday. 

THE FIRE. 

Smouldering ruins this morning mark 
the spot of the conflagration whieh oe 
curred at Lindsay Bros.’ mill at 
11:80 o’ciuck iast evening. A TIMES 
reporter visited the spot again this 
morning and there saw the result. 
Everything is confusion, and house- 
hold goods are scattered promiscously 
about. The fire was discovered by 
Charles Lord of the Wells-Fargo Com- 
pany, who was returning home from a 
party. Al) efforts proved futile to save 
either contents or building, as the 
fire had gained such headway 
when discovered that to attempt 
to save anything was useless. There 
are Many conjectures as to the origin 
of the fire, but spontaneous combustion 
is accepted as the only cause. A num- 
ber of men who were, fighting the 
flames worked manfully iu trying to 

revent the fire from burning up ad- 
oilning buildings, and they even went 
sofar as to tear up the fixtures and 
carry out the furniture in a cottage 
about thirty feet from the scene of the 
fire. The fire company responded, but 
forsook their carriage when no water 
could be procured. The building was 
valued at $20,000, and was insured for 
one-half that amount in three com- 
anies. The business of the firm was 

e manufacture of doors, sash, blinds 
and other building material. Twelve 
men were employed, who will be forced 
to lay idle until the structure is re- 
built, which will in all probability be 
at an early date. The Messrs. Lindsay 
have the sympathy of the entire com- 
munity in their loss. The planing-mill 
was built about two andahalf years 
ago, and work was begun on January 
J, 1887.

You 
want to climb up on mountains of Rev- 
elation. You want to go down in the 
mines, where you are to mine the jew- 
els of divine truth.

A mighty 
effort, more wonderful than we have:

An Interesting Community. 


A writer in Peterson’s Magazine 
gives an interesting account of what is 
a great rarity—an old-established, suc- 
cessful, law-abiding, socialistic com- 
munity in this country. If seventy 
years of contentment, peace and pros- 
perity are sufficient to establish the 
success of an inslitution, the Zoar com- 
munity, in Tuscarawas county, Ohio, 
is a demonstration of practical social- 
ism on a small scale. Now that so 
much public attention is being directed 
te attempts at a solution of the social 
problem, ranging from cooperative col- 
onies to anarchism, a glance at this re- 
markable community and its methods 
will be of interest. 

Zoar was founded in 1817 by German 
immigrants, who lett their native land 
in search of religious liberty. They 
bought. on time payments, 10,000 acres 
ot land in Ohio, tounded Zoar, and 
there, after two or three years of hard- 
ship, began to thrive and grow strong. 
The founder of the order taught celi- 
bacy, and for seven years that practice 
was strictly adhered to, when it was 
abandoned. In all other particulars 
the original theories of the Zoarites 
have been strictly respected. Mr. 
Christine, the writer referred to, who 
recently visited the settlement, says: 

With the exception of ‘tea, coffee, sugar, 
salt and spices, the Zoarites produce within 
the boundaries of their own estate every- 
thing they eat, drink and wear. Every 
agricultuial and other implement, and 
every machine used in Zvar, is manu- 
factured by the Zoarites themselves. The 
clothing that covers them is made Dy their 
own tailors, of cloth woven ip their own 
mills, from weol sheared from their own 
sheep; the stoves that warm them and cook 


their food are castin their own foundry, 
from iron smelted in their own furnaces,

What they are not privileged 
to do is to make war on thdse who do 
not agree with them. oe

If each person waits for 
some one else to makea start, nothing 
will ever be effected. A chain is no 
stronger than each of its links. If the 
links don’t hold, the chain will fa!l to 
pieces. 

Among the good resolutions which 
you make on this closing day of the 
year, let there be then one to the effect 
that you will, during 1889, do your 
utmost to advance the interests of the 
section in which you reside and whose 
prosperity you hope toshare—of South- 
ern California in general, and Los 
Angeles county and‘city in particular. 
The result will be surprising to you 
and to all beholders.

REDUCED TO ASHES. 


The Fine ‘Steamer Bristol 
Burned. 


Widow Parsons Shriecks for Rivers 
of Blood in Chicago. 
A Foolish Fake About a Religious 
Riot in Mexico, 


**Parson’’ Davies Thinks Kilrain and Mifchell 
Are Not Having Fair Piay—Distiliers Pre- 
paring to Fight the Whisky Trust 
—Dakota’s Statehood.

NEwponrt (R.1.), Dec. 30.—[By the As- 
‘sociated Press.; The steamer Bristol of the 
Old Colony line was burned at her dock 
here this. morning and is a total loss. She 
arrived from New York about 2:30 a.m. 
and landed all her freight and Fail River 
passengers. ‘There were left on board only 
afew Newport passengers and their per- 
sonal baggage. At 6:30 o’clock, just as the 
last passenger train was drawing out of the 
depot fire was discovered on the steamer, 
and an alarm was at once given from the 
company’s signal on the premises. The fire 
started near the kitchen and spread with 
great rapidity, rendering futile all efforts to 
stop its progress. Three alarms were 
sounded in rapid succession. ‘Thousands 
of citizens were attracted to the spot by the 
brilliant illumination, volumes of tre and 
clouds of smoke which rose from the burn- 
ing steamer. The fire apparatus on the 
steamer was brought into use as soon as the 
flames were discovered, and the crew 
worked with great vigor to save the boat, 
but the joiner-work of the staterooms, 
saloon and stairways was as dry as tinder, 
and the drafts through the steamer caused 


a fearfully rapid spread of the flames, so 
that before the city fire department arrived 
there was a mass of fire sweeping her 
almost from stem to stern, 

Some of the passengers still on board did 
not understand the meaning of the first 
larm, and were only aroused by the 


crackling of the flames near by. All suc- 


ceeded in escaping, but some with only a 
portion of their clothing, and others by 
crawling over the railing near the burning 
timbers. One man with two little children 
who occupied a stateroom was awakened by 
the sound of the crackling flames near by, 
and barely escaped with his little ones un- 
dressed, but with their clothing in their 
hands. Another young man had to borrow 
clothing in which to go to his home in this 


city. All the personal baggage of the pas- | 


sengers was Saved. 

When the department arrived the upper 
decks and center of the steamer were a 
mass of flames, which gave out such intense 
heat that it could scarcely be borne at a dis- 
tance of severa! hundred feet. This greatly 
impeded the work of the firemen. The 
tiames had gained such headway that they 
could only be fought from the wharf side, 
while the great heat and flying sparks en- 
dangered the buildings on the docks and 
steamners lying on either side of the. wharf, 
and constant efforts were required on the 
part ot the firemen to prevent them from 
igniting. 

A dozen streams were soon pouring upon 
the flames with little apparent effect for 
over an hour, while others were employed 
in drenching the dock and buildings.

Secularism, 
pikilism communism, it says, are also 
the outcomer of this addiction to material 
things.

Altogether Smut, @ 
leading ‘shiner’ artist was elected chair- 
man and S. Mugger Puke, from the Nadeau, 
secretary. 

An attempt to obtain a full report of the 
proceedings by the reporters was futile, the 
meeting deeming that the occasion was too 
solemn a one to desecrate by publication. 
From the fact that Bazoo Flutiers 
and Snandy Gaff Kerchunk, — two

Los ANGELES, Dec. 28, 1888.—[To 
the Editor of Ture Times.] Your edi- 
torial in Friday’s Times on the tax- 
payer’s grievance is exactly to the 
point, and hits the nail on the head 
very emphatically. I rise toencore the 
performance along with every govd 
citizen who reads Tue Timers (as all 
good citizens should), and cry for 
more. 

If there is anything that vexes the 
righteous soul of the average taxpayer 
and makes him think that taxation 
without representation of something to 
pay taxes on is not entirely an evil of 
the past, it is the way in which assess- 
ments are sometimes made without 
reference to age, race or previous con- 
dition, etc., etc. . 

For example, several years ago, there 
was assessed toMy name a mortgage 
on 16 0 acres of land of which I was not 
before aware ofthe existence. The 
tux on this mortgage not being forth- 
coming, my place was sold to the State 
for taxes, and it cost me $35 jbefore | 
got the thing straightened out. 

Not content with that, this year 
there was assessed to me the value of 
eight lots in a town 60 miles away, 
when | never owned a foot of land in 
my life. Iam but one of many in like 
trouble, beside those on the other side 
of the mule who have had their prop- 
erty assessed to some one else, or not 
assessed at all. Overwork probably 
accounts for some of this, but as it is 
the mistakes of the average Assessor’s 
clerk, would, in the estimation of the 
enraged citizen, be suflicient cause for 
a rain of fire and brimstone on the 
Tax Collector’s office anyway. Let 
the ball now started be kept rolling 
till we havea force of men sufficient 
for the needs of today, and not eight or 
ten years ago.

THE SOUTRERN PACIFIC CUT- 
TING DOWN ITS FOROR, 


Down South—News from 
the Northern Citrus Belt—the 
Fresno Road Booming Ahead— 
The Atlantic and Pacific Pushing 
Its Work.

The Southern Pacific employés are fricht- 


force all along the line. It is not be- 
lieved at present that the clerical foree 
will be reduced, but it is evidently the 
af the company to cut down its 
expense as rapidity as possible. The com- 
pany has been running larger forces in 
all of the departments than necessary, and 
it has discovered that it can get just 
as good service with fewer men: 

In speaking of this matter the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicie says: 

Notice has been given to the superintend- 
ent of the Southern Pacitie Company’s re- 
pair shops that all men not actuaily re- 
quired for the repairing work of the com- 
pany should be dismissed from service on 
January Ist. This means the discharge of 
over 200 men, which will make the totai of 
dismissals for the whole month over 1000. 

The Atlantic and Pacific bas begun work 
on the big piers which are to support the 
new iron bridge * the company across the 
Coiorado River. . A. Bissell bas in his 
office in this city a blue-print diagram of 
the railroad and river about The Needles, 
near which the bridge is being constructed, 
The history of the fight of the rail- 
road people with the river is an interesting 
one.

We realize that the eyes of the public are 
upon us, and, in any case, we want to do 
Wiatisneght. We regret exceedingly that 
there should have been any trouble about 
this thing in the past, and we are fully 
determined that, if any further trouble 
should arise, or a contest be precipitated, 
that it will not spring from any fault of 
ours. Of course we do not say thatin the 


tion that may be put upon us, or we will | 
not say, for exampie, that we will accept 
without protest any unreasonable order 
that might be made by the Railroad Com- | 
mission or any other body that may 
power over us. We will, however, always | 


be our duty under the law, whether it is | 
in paying taxes or to make rates of freight 
or fare,” 

The decision of the railroad to pay the 
taxes for the present year, which amount | 
altogether to over $900 ,000, is a surprise to 
many legal minds in this city, it being 
deemed certain that a fight would be made, 
as the railroad bas been so successful in 
this regard in the Supreme Court.

As the channel is constantly chang- 
ing, the river is wearing against the em- 
bankment approaches of the bridge. Ina 
short time it shifted so that the channel 
was not under the draw, which then hung 
idjy above a great sandbar, and the com- 
pany had to pay the steamboat owners $500 
a month because of the obstruction, a trans- 
fer of freight from a boat below the bridge 
to one above, or vice versa, haying to be 
made. Near The Needies long dykes have 
bad to be built to protectthe railroad from 
the riverin its reckless meanderings over 
the country, but its channel has shilted so 
as to eat into the railroad banks and render 
them rather unsafe at times, ‘There is 
a constant exchange of territery 0- 
ing on between California and Ari- 
zona on -account of these changes 
in the position of the river, as_ it 
constitutes the boundary line between the 
two, Last summer, the railroad people say, 
California gained over three thousand feet 
of new territory, the river having swung 
that far out into Arizona, but in other 
places there has been a ioss to the State by 
the same process. By building about ten 
miles of new railroad on the California side 
and crossing the river ata new point, where 
it runs between high rocky banks, the At- 
Jantic and Pacifie people think they will 
fully soive the problem of the shifting chan- 
nel. The oid line from the Sacramento 
Wash to The Needies will be abandoned, 
and an entirely new route will be built 


Frequent washouts have occurred of late 
on the Southern Pacific tine, between Dos 
Palms and Frink Springs, ‘delaying over- 
land trains arriving here from one to four 
hours. The track. is now in good repair, 
but trains are run over it very slowly. 

Eighteen miles of ire’ have been 
done on the extension of the Northern Cal- 
ifornia line into Sutter county. A _ solid 
wooden bridge has been thrown across the 
Feather River at Marysvilie, andthe track 
is ready for the rails from Marysville to 
Nelson’s Point. This is as far as the road 
will be built until next spring, when work 
will be resumed, and the road will be 
pushed on toa connection with the Soutb- 
ern Pacific system at Knight’s Landing. A 
large and expensive bridge will be built 
across the Sacramento River at Knight’s 
Landing, and it is intended to have this 
structure completed and trains running on 
the line next summer. Approaching the 
Sacramento River bridge there will be 
about two miles of trestie-work on the tule 
lands. An extension of the same line is 
being made north trom Oroville to reach 
some gravel beds, which wiil be opened for 
ballasting the lower section of the lina. 

‘There bas been a redivisien of the South- 
ern Pacific line in Texas. A new di- 
‘vision Ras been made of the section ef track 7 
between Houston and Lafaye¥e, another 
from San Antonio to Houston, and another 
from Ei Paso to San Anivnio. 

A letier from the City of Mexico to a 
railroad contractor of this city states that 
the survey of the Mexican Southern road 
has been surveyed as far as the city of 
Puebla, where the new line is to connect 
with the LIntereceanic: and Mexican and 
Vera Cruz tines. Grading will be com- 
menced next month. There is believed to 
be plenty of money behiud the sche.ne, 
which is one of the most important ever 
undertaken in the Republic. t will open 
up one of the richest sections of Mexico, 
m* which in ancient times the Aztec 

rors derived their rich stores of goid 

the fame of which induced Cortez to 
po his estates, which are still held by his 
heirs. beside gold, silver, copper and 
lead, there are immense bodies of iron and 
coal. By the completion of this line the 
time from Europe and New York to San 
Francisco by sea and rail wiil be shortened 
about jour days. 

: THE FRESNO ROAD, 

The Call says: The committee of citizens 
appointed at the railroad mass meeting gt 
Fresno to confer with the officials of the 
Stockton, Fresnme and Southern have ex- 
ecuted their comimission and have returned 
a faverabie report. ‘The ¥ resno people have 
80 frequentiy been deceived by promises of 


making or receiving advances, Lhe Fresno 
and Southern peopie have succeeded in 
convincing them tbat business is meant 
this time, and a movement is on a inthe 
coming capital of San Joaquin Vailey to 
raise a subsidy of between 2200,000 and 
$300,000. ln the meantime the chief en- 
gineer, Mr. Tacker, is proceeding with the 
final location of the line, and has reached 
the Stanisiaus River on bis way south, He 
is accompanied by a large Corps Of survey- 
ors, and is cross-sectioning on his way. No 
difficuity has yet been experienced in 
securing right of way. The ereater portion 
has been given to the company free of 
charge.

It was intended at first to bea 
Stockton enterprise, but has since taken 
larger proportions, ‘The terminus, how- 
ever, Will be at Stockton for souie vears to 
come, aud it was originally proposed to run 
a line through the main portion of the city.
